The 
Munrve skating rink has been taken by 
the company for a manufactory and 
soon Woburn will have the most per fect 
system of municipal lighting in the 
country. ‘The Sun system has some 
features of great value. ‘The in- 
candescent lights are now being made 
of all grades of power, from one can- 
dle light upward, the largest ones be- 
pertectly competent for street lighting 
purposes. When it comes to be gener- 
ally known that the incandescent 
tem can be introdueed into private resi- 
dences, stores and factories, as well as | 
for street lightir at no greater cost 
than for gas, it must inevitably meet 
with favor. Personal examination con- 
vinees us that before the city adopts 
any electric light, the new system 
should be carefully examined, ; 
it is not better than those now inuse.—

inspectors were correct in their con- 
clusions. ‘They decided according to 


technical law and the undoubted prece- 
dent. . . . .
